A great 
many  people  in  this  city  are  com- 
■no.i  laborers,  who  depend  on  their 
y ti  i for  a living,  and  as  all 
uu-  i.ess  enterprises  have  had  to 
suspend  operations,  the  people  have 
uo  emo'oymhnt  and  are  left  in  a 
si  ate  of  utter  destitution.  The  only 
way  possible  for  these  people  to  be 
kept  iron-  starvation  is  lor  the  char- 
itable people  of  our  country  to  feed 
them.  Brunswick  is  unfortunate, 
as  no  business  will  now  be  done 
there  until  frost,  which  may  not 
corns  in  that  latitude  before  the 
first  o'  November. 

AU  the  preachers  who  are  in 
'irucswick  are  going  to  remain,  and 
it  is  jv  ooaole  that  some  of  them 
w,  i fa.  1 victims  to  the  plague.  It 
a v be  possible  that  these  men  do 
i not  desire  to  remain  there  under 
the  circumstances,  but  pjblic  opin- 
io:. requires  them  to  stay.  In  my 
■p  r ion,  just  here  public  opinion  is 
wrong.  Observation  has  shown 
(rat  when  the  people  are  greatly 
i moral  . . d ou  any  subject,  that 
there  is  but  littie  opportunity  of 
successfully  presenting  claims  and 
omforts  of  .g.on.  The  pastor’s 
fe  - worth  asl  much  to  him  as  is  the 
I ,i  ■ of  auy  otbqr  man.  Why  not  let 
him  escape  te  a place  of  safety  in 
time  of  epidemics?

One  cannot 
come  here  and  remain  any  length  of 
time  and  not  lie  a missionary  m 
spirit.  A greater  Intorest  is  felt 
in  the  missionaries,  because  of  one’s 
acquaintances  among  them,  and 
a greaterconsecralion  to  missions  is 
felt  to  be  needed  and  earnestly  de- 
sired.
